No. 12/2/55-LAB — Whereas by order No. 8/32/50-LSG, 
dated the 1st December 1950, the Chief Commissioner, 
Ajmer, referred the matters spec i tied in the annexure to 
that order for adjudication to the Industrial Tribunal 
consisting of Shri D. N. Roy District Judge, Ajmer, consti- 
tuted under section 7 of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 
(XIV of 1947); 

And Whereas in pursuance of the said reference the 
said Industrial Tribunal made an award dated the 27th 
November 1951; 

And Whereas an appeal was preferred against the 
aforesaid award to the Labour Appellate Tribunal of 
India at Bombay; 

And Whereas the said Appellate Tribunal while allow- 
ing the appeal by their order dated the 20th October 1952 
had referred back the matter specified in the annexure to 
this order for disposal by the Industrial Tribunal at 
Ajmer; 

And Whereas Shri D. N. Roy was no longer the District 
Judge and the Industrial Tribunal at Ajmer. 

And Whereas Shri J. D. Sharma was appointed as 
Industrial Tribunal at Ajmer in place of Shri D, N. Roy 
by order No. 18/84/52-Lab„ dated the 4th May 1953. The 
Tribunal (Shri J. D. Sharma) decided the matter referred 
to by the Labour Appellate Tribunal of India, Bombay by 
order dated the 8th September 1953. Against this order of 
the Tribunal, the parties preferred appeals to the Labour 
Appellate Tribunal of India, Bombay. The Appellate 
Tribunal, Bombay, by their order dated 25th May 1955 
have again remanded the case for an award to the 
Industrial Tribunal to be properly constituted. 

Now, therefore, the Chief Commissioner, Ajmer hereby 
constitutes an Industrial Tribunal under section 7 of the 
Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 (XIV of 1947) read with the 
Government of India Labour Department Notification No.

ORDERS BY THE JUDICIAL COMMISSIONER

Ajmer, the 1 6th June 1955 

No, 1776-R/XIII-55 — In exercise of the powers conferred 
by Section 130 of the Civil Procedure Code (V of 1908), the 
Judicial Commissioner, State of Ajmer, with the previous 
sanction of the State Government is pleased to make the 
following rules for inclusion of pleaders fee as costs in 
civil court decrees: — 

The rules shall come into force with effect from 1st 
July 1955, 

(1) Pleader's fee shall not be included as costs in, any 
civil court decree or bill of costs except on receipt 
by the court, before the commencement of the 
arguments in the case, of a certificate signed by 
the legal practitioner appearing on behalf' of the 
party concerned stating the amount of the fee 
actually paid to him indicating the date of pay- 
ment, for his exclusive use and benefit by or on 
behalf of his client and that no portion thereof 
has been agreed to be returned or remitted or 
appropriated to the use of any other person by him 
or by any one acting on his behalf, 

(2) Only fees allowed by the rules of taxation between 
party and party shall be included in the decree 
or bill of costs even if fees in excess of that 
allowed by the rules has been certified to have 
been paid. 

Provided that the Presiding Officer of the court may, 
for sufficient cause shown, accept such a certificate at 
any time before the framing of the decree.
